Israel missile

Four million take 
the plunge in — 
holy Ganges 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). — About 


_.four million devout Hindus bathed 


in the holy waters of the Ganges at 
the north Indian town of Hardwar 
yesterday, climaxing the ancient 
festival of Kumbh Mela. 

The week-long festival is held 
every 12 years, and dates back to 
the Seventh Century. 

Pilgrims from all over India took’ 
the plunge in the icy waters of the 
Ganges at one of_ the designated 
bathing places in’ the belief the 
sacred waters would wash away their 
sins and those of their ancestors for - 
88 generations. 


The holiest of the bathing periods 
was heralded early yesterday by 
Several thousand sadhus (holy men), 
hundreds of them naked, wading into 
the river to the chanting of prayers 
in full sight of the milling crowds. 

The bathing of the saffron-robed 
holy men and the naked, ash-covered 
sadhus lasted several hours before 
the laity was allowed to have its 
Plunge.

WASHINGTON (AP). — Crime In > 


the U.S.’s five ἢ cities is about 
three times as high as police figures 
show, according to a new U.S. Gov- 
ernment study. 

The study. conducted by the Law 
Enforcement Assistance Administra- 
tion (LEAA) and the U.S. Census 
‘Bureau, showed that 68 of every 
1,000 Detroit residents are likely to 
de victims of serious crime. The 
rates were 63 per 1,000 for Phila- 
delphia, 56 per 1,000 for Chicago, 


53 per 1,000 for Los Angeles and 


36 per 1,000 for New York. 
Results of the study, made public 
Jast night. carry “a strong mes- 
Sage of public apathy toward its 
criminal justice institutions .border- 
ing on contempt” said LEAA ad- 
ministrator Donald Santarelli. 


“The crime survey results demon- 
strate that in an astounding number 
of instances Americans simply do 
not think it is worthwhile to re- 
port to public authorities that they 
have. been the victims of criminal 
acts,” he added.

UN MEET ON RAW MATERIALS 
Global emergency 
in the making 


UNITED NATIONS (AP).— 
AROUND here these days they are 
talking about what the world 
may look like in a generation or 
80, and the prospect as of now is 
not pretty. 

What might it be like in the year 
20007 A. world jammed with seven 
billion people? Not enough food to 
go round? Intense competition for 
energy and resources? Crisis after 
crisis, pushing the big powers to 
the brink of a calamitous clash? 

They talk about all these pos- 
sibilities almost casually at the big 
glass house on New York's East 
River, where a special session is in 
progress on the future of the so- 
ealled “Third World.” 

Secretary-General Kurt Wald- 
heim, in a statement to the opening 
of the special General Assembly on 
raw materials, talked of an enor- 
mous global emergency in the mak- 
ing unless nations can find ways 
of cooperating effectively to head 
it off. 

“Stark, pervasive poverty,” he 
said, afflicts two-thirds of the 
world, while never in recent decades 
have world food reserves been so 
frighteningly low. Other delegates 
warned of a growing threat of 
widespread famine in many world 
areas.

GENEVA (Ofns), — 

T= rapid progress of armaments 

technology in recent years, 
bringing the development of new 
weapons that can inflict horrifying 
injuries, is worrying International 
Red Cross experts. A report just 
issued here describes some of these 
new developments and calls for 
intergovernmentail action to restrict 
or even prohibit their use in war. 

‘The report, on “weapons that may 
cause unnecessary suffering or have 
indiscriminate effects,” cites the 
development of lasers, high velocity 
ammunition, flame weapons and 
new types of projectile, ‘Whole 
areas of science, which hitherto had 
made little contribution to weapons 
technology, now have a relevance 
which few would have predicted in 
earlier decades.” it says. 

‘Laser range-finding and target- 
spotting has been found to be an 
inexpensive method of improving 
the accuracy of weapons delivery, 
especially aerial bombs, ‘the 
report. Although they have rather 
low power-outputs as yet, such 
lasers have a highly di side 
effect because they are capable of 
destroying the human eye at ranges 
of up to some thousands of metres. 
Anyone looking straight into a laser 
beam risks total destruction of the 


eyes. 
Thermal weapons 
The report holds out the prospect 
that, “perhaps in the next several 
years," laser devices may he used 
as thermal weapons. Their original 
power-output, once measured in tens 
of watts, has in a decade been 
increased ten thousand-fold. Three 
‘basic types of high-energy lasers 
are now being developed. The most 


food crisis. Its negative effects will 
have many and diverse repercus- 
sions throughout the entire world.

The U.N. Assembly session was 
called on the initiative of Algeria, 
to discuss raw materials. Poor na- 
tions have seen the lesson of a 
Taw material, oil, used as a poli- 
tical weapon. Now the beginnings 
of new cartels are visible in such 
important areas as copper and 
bauxite, the raw material for alu- 
minum. 

Knowledgeable people in industria- 
lized countries which depend on im- 
ported raw materials are beginning 
to show signs of anxiety. Hven as the 
assembly session began, U.S. Secre- 
tary of Interior Rogers C.B. Mor- 
ton was warning that the oil crisis 
experience should persuade Ameri- 
cans to try to be jess dependent 
on imported nonfuel minerals as 
well... 

But the raw materials question 
with which this session is concern- 
ed is only one of many aspects of 
a challenge ahead involving such 
pressures as inflation, big-power 
competition for influence and keen 
competition for United States food 
production. 

In the background is a growing 
recognition that desperation in food~ 
short areas can generate massive 
political explosions. 

One of the architects of the U.S. 
Food for Peace programme of the 
19508 says now that even if it 
Means becoming accustomed to such 

as hamburgers made en- 
tirely of soybeans, Americans must 
once again face the need to share 
their riches, especially in food, be- 
cause if they don't they are likely to 
pay the price in political upheavals 
and stability in much of the world.

Laser beam becomes 
an advanced weapon 


Then there are el 
lasers which also excite carbon diox- 
ide gas and have reached 100 
megawatts at peak power. These 
can also be used aboard ship and 
probably on board aircraft if air- 
‘borne generators and capacitors are 
improved. 

But the greatest potential for 
multipurpose military use, the re- 
port says, is that of chemical lasers 
which, however, are still in early 
stages of development: “They have 
much military interest because little 
outside energy is required, so that 


multi-barrelled launchers. They are 
far superior to the portable flame- 
thrower because they have a con- 
siderably longer range — about 
200 metres with accuracy — and 
are simpler to use, Now, 

TPA projectiles are being develop- 
ed for artillery and air-to-ground 
rocket launchers, and new fame 
weapons may continue to appear 
alongside them, exploiting some of 
the newer fluorine~based incendiary 
agents. 

Another area of concern is the 
constantly improving high velocity 
ammunition for small arms, These 
bullets cause dreadful wounds, much 
in excess of what Is needed to put 
a combatant out of action. In addi- 
tion, fragmentation weapons, which 
cause the greatest mumber of cas- 
ualties in modern warfare, increase 
the risk of multiple’-injuries and 
the possibility that civilians will be 
affected.” 

Multiple mjuries 

Multiple injuries greatly increase 
the mortality rate, the report em- 
phasises. Even with adequate 
medical care within seven hours of 
the injuries being inflicted, the 
fatality risk rises by 15 per cent 
for each additional abdominal organ 
injured. If more than five abdomi- 
nal organs are injured in the same

Lasers have great attractions for 
the military mind. Among their ad- 
vantages ig that they can burn 
holes in targets, or their radiation 
can destroy (apart from the human 
eye) the optical sensors of attack- 
ing weapons.

The report is particularly con- 
cerned with “overkill” and “over- 
injury” inflicted by conventional - 
‘weapons. It explains in some de- 
tail the history of the rifle bullet, 
noting that at one time, - before 
World War 1, bullets with-a mo- 
derate muzzle velocity, unless they 
struck a vital orgap, net infre- 
quently passed right through the 
body without causing extensive 
damage round their path. But with 

the high velocity bullets row in 
general use, the picture is very 
different, 
Around the point of impact the 
bullet sets up a strong shock wave 
which can damage olood vessels 
and nerves at a considerable dis- 
tance and even bones at some dis- 
tance can be fractured. In all high 
velocity wounds there is massive 
destruction of tissues and the 
surrounding damaged tissue is in- 
variably contaminated with bacteria 
which are sucked in from sur- 
rounding skin surfaces. To avoid 
severe infection, the damaged tissue 
must be removed, Since high veloc- 
ity wounds very seldom occur in 
peacetime, most surgeons are not 
familiar with their specific treat- 
ment, which leads to high risks of 
mortality and disability. 

As a further refinement, research 
and development work has now be- 
gun, the report states, on firing 
fiechette ammunition from .infar‘-y 
weapons. A flechette is a miniau=e 
dart resembling a wire nail with 
miniature fins at its tail, and is 
fired at very. high velocity in 
“packets” thus ensuring serious -
